To Pasteurize Milk 


] 


| Pasteurizing milk is a very simple proc- 
ess. The operator must careful of the 
temperature, however, which is very im- 
portant. When milk is boiled the natural 
Havor is de stroyed and some persons ob 
ject to it. Milk is also injured to a certain 
extent by boiling, says the Pacific Home 
stead.

bottles, which must be scrupulously clear 


pour in the milk and plug the tops with 
cotton wool, which excludes all germs 
Place the bottles in a deep pan or other 
vessel and heat to a ten perature « f 1558 
degrees, using a thermometer If the 
temperature reaches 160 degrees the milk 
will have the odor of g boiled Keep 
the milk heated for lf an hour 
The cotton stoppers need not be ri 
|'moved until the milk is desired for us« 
he bottles containing the milk may bi 
placed in a refrigerator or some cool re 
ceptacle. Milk so prepare l can he kept 
for two or three days. To sterilize milk 


it must be boiled, hence pasteurization is a
